Br iefly 
stated,

gather ing is destined to affor d an 
oppor tunity for the fr ee exchange 
of ideas on the pr esent labor pr ob­ 
lem. 
It is an attempt to inaugur ate 
a gr eat educational movement in 
which all sides ar e to par ticipate 
and wor k in har mony for a com­ 
mon pur pose, namely, a better un­ 
der standing and a mor e satisfactor y 
adjustment of the r elation between 
employer and employe.” 
The holding of a national con­ 
vention of employer s and employes, 
it 
is 
explained, gr ew out of an 
ear lier attempt to call a meeting of 
those inter ested in the eight-hour 
movement. 
Another pr oblem to be discussed 
is that of making the home life of 
the Amer ican wor kman mor e com­ 
for table. 
Recent 
legislation 
by 
var ious states and its effect on the 
labor pr oblem will be consider ed. 
The announcement of the coming 
meeting calls chief attention, how­ 
ever , to the matter of str ikes and 
lockouts. 
It is pr oposed to discuss 
means of avoiding str ikes,or of set­ 
tling 
them 
amicably 
when once 
they have ar isen.

Let each side pr esent its gr iev­ 
ances and its claims fr om its own 
point of view and then look at the 
matter when it is pr esented by the 
other side,” 
suggests W illiam A . 
Schafer , of Minneapolis, secr etar y 
of the liter atur e committee.

r or s of infor mation and judgment 
will be cor r ected, views and sym­ 
pathies will be 
br oadened. 
The 
attention of the entir e nation will 
be dir ected to our industr ial pr ob­ 
lems in a str iking manner .”

ther efor e, to be a national educa­ 
tional gather ing of leading business 
men, delegates r epr esenting or gan­ 
ized labor and wr iter s on industr ial 
and social questions.

Clay was taken to the 
o ffice o f Dr. M. E. Crawfo rd, 
where he died. 
The participants 
in the battle were no t o v er ten feet 
apart at any time during the sho o t­ 
ing, which grew o ut o f a business 
transactio n between Co l. Green 
Clay and the firm o f Lakeman & 
Barnes, 
Rho des Clay was bo rn o n a co t­ 
to n plantatio n in Bo liv ar co unty , 
Mississippi, in 18 7 5 , and came to 
his father’s place in Mex ico twenty 
y ears ago . 
He was educated in St. 
James military academy at Maco n, 
the Mex ico high scho o l, the Mis­ 
so uri military academy in Mex ico , 
Princto n univ ersity . Univ ersity o f 
Virginia at Charlo ttesv ille, Va., 
and law department at Washing­ 
to n univ ersity . 
He was admitted 
to the bar in 1 8 97 , and engaged in 
the practice o f law in Mex ico . 
In 


190 0 he was elected to the state 
legislature o n the demo cratic ticket 
and was re-no minated this y ear. 
He was a member o f the Episco pal 
church. 
He was the autho r o f the 
bill in the last legislature separat­ 
ing state and lo cal tax es.

’Tis Fea red tlie Dea th List Will 
Rea ch 20 0 .

Johnstown, P a, tfie Scene of Death 
and Destrnet on—Taking Oat 
the l>ead Bodies. 


Johnstown, P t., has been v isited 
by a disaster rn'y less frightfu l 
than the fl >od ot May 31, 18 8 9 , in 
cost of life 
This second calamity was a mine 
ex plosion, which occu rred in the 
Cambria Steel company ’s mine, 
u nder Westmont hill, at 12:20 
o’clock y esterday afternoon. 
How many are dead it may take 
sev eral day s to determine, bu t that 
it is a long list, is certain. 
Gen­ 
eral Manager Charles Price said 
last ev ening that one man’s gu ess 
was as good as another’s as to the 
nu mber of men entombed. 
“ There were abou t 6 00 men in 
the mine when the ex plosion oc­ 
cu rred, bu t only abou t 100 were 
in the place where it did its deadly 
work,’’ said he. 
‘T think there 
were not more than 100 cau ght in 
the fall.” 
Others place the loss of life at 
200 or more. 
There 
are two principal en­ 
trances to the mine. 
One is near 
the stone bridge, the blockading 
stru ctu re of the Johnstown flood. 
The second is at Mill creek, fiv e 
miles sou thwest of Johnstown. 
At sev eral places on Kernv ille 
Hill, opposite the central part of 
the city , air siiafts and drainage 
way s hav e long been in u se. 
The 
hill for fiv e or s'»'.« iiiiies each way 
has been honey combed by the op­ 
erations of the miners and they 
hav e been gradu ally working far­ 
ther and farther to the sou thwest. 
It is in a part of a mine known 
as the “ Klondike” the ex plosion 
took place. 
“ The Klondike” is a 
“ dip” in the mine or a place mu ch 
lower than the opening. 
There it 
is known that at least 200 men 
were at work. 
It is reasonably 
certain from the best information 
obtainable that the death list will 
reach 200.
